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SOILS ENGINEERING 


One of the most consuming jobs in Soils Engineering - - is 
analyzing slope stability. In the past, determining whether or 
not an embankmen t may be safely built across a swamp, for 
example, has often been a trial and error procedure which is 
made increasingly difficult and time consuming as the number 
of layers of compressible soils increases. Even an experienced 
designer must make more than one analysis in almost all in- 


stances. 


Since the greatly increased Highway Program makes it necessary 
to study more than one project simultaneously, and the Soils 
Bureau does not have enough experienced designers to absorb 
the load under these conditions, we are currently investigating 


computer programs adaptable to the IBM 1620 which the State now owns. 


Under the newest available computer program, the. solution is 
determined automatically by the computer. It is anticipated 

that this program will result in the computer requiring perhaps 
forty minutes to solve a complete problem. While this seems 

like a relatively long time for an electronic device, the accuracy 
of the final answer will be greater than if the same problem 

were solved by a trained engineer over a period of one to two 


working days.

BUREAU OF ENGINEERING RESEARCH

TRAFFIC PAINT TESTS 


Since 1930 the New Jersey State Highway Department has applied 
traffic paint lines to pavements in test areas and used the 
results to develop formula specifications. In 196, the program 
was enlarged to include cooperative testing with the American 
Society for Testing and Materials to study methods of determining 


serviceability. 
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TRAFFIC PAINT TESTS, cont'd, 


Since 1956, the annual test paint line program has included 
service testing of paints being supplied for normal use, 
formula modifications to test new components, and new 

types of paints offered by manufacturers. Colored paints, 
other than white and yellow, are sometimes included. Tests 
of each paint applied include sprayability, drying time, 
film thickness, dirt retention and binding of the glass 


reflectorizing beads. 


Several test areas have been used, The test lines are 
applied in May and readings are made each month, for one 


year, or until the lines have less than 50 per cent remaining, 


As the result of many modifications in specifications and 
improved application methods, the State presently gets a 
foot of reflectorized traffic line that will last a year, 
except on the most heavily traveled arteries, at a cost of 
less than two cents. A number of other State agencies 


also avail themselves of the Department's specifications. 
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LIGHTING REIMBURSEMENT 


Our records indicated that, due to the change in rates by the 
utility companies, our reimbursement to municipalities for 
highway lighting will decrease by the sum of $7,136.53 per 


year. 


The net decrease in the cost of lighting to the municipalities 
is $7,675.67. 


Prior to the change in rates, the municipalities were paying 
the utility companies $513,489.60. The State paid to the 


municipalities, under our reimbursement agreements, $302, 359.99. 


Under the new rate, as provided in the new agreements, the 
municipalities will pay to the utility companies $)98,677.h0. 
The State will reimburse the municipalities in the amount of 
$295,223.16, 


These figures indicate a total decrease in revenue to the 

utility companies of $14,812.20, This decrease is shared by 
the State and the municipalities, in that the net decrease in 
expenditures of each is respectively $7,136.53 and $7,675.67. 


Payments by municipalities to utility companies for lighting 
involves only that lighting which is installed at the inter- 
sections of municipal streets with State highways, not the 
total bill for all lighting in these municipalities, 
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CONDEMNATION CASES

ROUTE 18 FREEWAY 


Studies on an alignment for extension of the Route 18 Freeway from 
its present eastern terminus near Route U.S. 9 to a connection 
with the new Route 35 Freeway in New Shrewsbury have been under way 
for some time. At the completion of the Highway Department's 
original studies approximately one year ago, the Monmouth County 
Planning Board and the Board of Freeholders proposed a new 
alignment, farther to the south, which would skirt the U. 5S. 

Naval Ammunition Depot. The Department agreed to consider this 


proposal on the same basis as its former studies. 


The engineering report was delivered at the end of September and 
the facts contained therein were discussed with officials of New 
Shrewsbury October 11 and members of Monmouth County's Board of 


Freeholders October 15. 


Three alternate alignments -- two which were the subject of the 


Highway Department's original study and the third proposed by 
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ROUTE 18 FREEWAY, cont'd. 


Monmouth County -- all have approximately the same cost, in the 
neighborhood of $20 million. The southernmost alignment would 


have a higher construction cost but a lesser right of way cost. 


As a result of the meeting, the local officials have repeated 
their former endorsement of the southernmost alignment. It is 
contemplated that a public hearing will be held early in 196). 


ROUTE 140 


In an effort to alleviate the transportation problems which will 
face the City of Bayonne upon cessation of the Jersey Central 

Passenger Service to New York City, the Highway Department under- 
took to expedite construction of the Route 0 Freeway along the 
west side of the Hudson County peninsula from the vicinity of the 


New Jersey Turnpike to the Bayonne Bridge. 


A meeting was held in Bayonne October 23 to announce the selection 
of engineering consultants to prepare the right of way and con- 


tract plans and to discuss the project generally. 


Due to the built-up nature of the area, it is contemplated that 
the highway will ba built some distance out in the Bay with the 
intervening area filled in and made available to the city for 


development. This will add many acres to the city's present area,

BEFORE STARTING 


Assure yourself your car has no mechan- 


ical defects that may cause loss of car 


control. Check your turn signals, stop 


lights and headlights and last but not 
least your brakes. 


Plan your route and be familiar with your 
point of turn-off from the main highway. 


ON THE HIGHWAY 


Drive by route number. All state and 
county highways are numbered and well 
marked. 


Drive courteously and you'll avoid a lot 
of trouble and enjoy your journey. 


On a long trip make it a habit to check 
your gas and oil gauge. Don’t wait until 
you have long since passed a service 
station. 


Use your turn signals before every turn 
and when changing lanes. 


Check your radio volume. Your keen 
sense of hearing is needed for safe 
driving. 


Check your rear-view mirror frequently 
—especially when planning to turn or 
apply brakes. Don’t ‘“‘tail gate’ under 
any circumstance. Stay one car length 
behind for each 10 m.p.h. of travel 
speed. 


When passing or overtaking another ve- 
hicle don’t hang in his ‘“‘blind spot.” 
Either accelerate or fall back. 


Anticipate the driver ahead as best you 
can. Look through his windows at the 
car ahead of his. 


Float with traffic—don’t lag or try to 
out-run it. You invite trouble either way. 


Keep in the right hand lane unless pass- 
ing another car. 


Don’t speed. Many of our traffic signal 
systems are synchronized to match the 
speed limit so the odds are you won't 
gain anything in the long run. 


Always drive with a vent or window at 
least partly open. Carbon monoxide 
fumes can lull you to sleep with fatal 
results. 


Stay alert. If you feel drowsy, park off 
the main highway and nap.

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A Winter Suggestion 


HOW TO KEEP YOUR DRIVEWAY CLEAR 


On several occasions this winter your State Highway 
Department will be called upon to clear the New 
Jersey State Highway System of snow. Each time 
the job will be equal to plowing snow from a two- 
lane highway stretching across the country, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and a little bit more. 
During each storm we will be given a minimum of 
time. 


And just as certain as the storms is the certainty 
that we will displease some property owners because 
we will have plowed their already cleared driveways 
full of snow again. Actually, we wish we could leave 
each driveway meticulously clear, but to do this 
would mean that we should never finish the plowing 
in a reasonable time. 


During a storm our plows must keep the pavement 
or traveled right of way clear. After the storm and 
after the pavement has been cleared, we must 
“‘widen-out’’ and clear the shoulder. 


ROM PAVEMENT 
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During this phase the highway-driveway conflict ap- 
pears. A plow on widening operation fills the open- 
ing in the driveway you have cleared. We recognize 
this is discouraging and irritating, but with your 
cooperation this inconvenience can be minimized. 


Below you will find a sketch showing how your 
driveway can be initially cleared to reduce the pos- 
sibility that after the plow passes you will be snow- 
bound again. We suggest that you clear your drive- 
way in the manner suggested in the sketch. If you 
will shovel snow in the direction of traffic and also 
make a pocket next to your driveway, as shown, 
snow accumulations on the plow will dump into that 
pocket and only a bare minimum will go into the 
driveway opening. 


We invite your cooperation and assure you of our 
desire to cause you a minimum of inconvenience.

Mr. Victor H. Peccarelli Jr., who has worked directly with the Highway Com=- 
missioner's office as a special investigator since 1960, heads the new office 
of Investigation, Security and Safety and is responsible for coordinating the 
three formerly separate activities. He also has been given the responsibility 


of broadening the scope of these functions. 


Commissioner Palmer said the investigations unit was created some years ago 
because it was unrealistic to hope that every one of the Highway Department's 
4,250 employees would be completely insulated against inducements. He felt 
it was his obligation to the predominant majority of employees, as well as to 


the State, to protect them from the effects of dishonest acts. 


Since this staff has been operating, surveys have been made of Departmental 
operations which could present an opportunity for fraud. Also, studies and 
surveillance of security measures at all Highway Department installations; spot 
checks of all Departmental activities, and investigations of complaints con- 


cerning alleged irregularities by Highway Department employees have been in 


progress continually. 


One survey of the use of credit cards for the purchase of gasoline resulted in 
an order forbidding dealings with 10 service stations.

State Highway Commissioner Dwight k. G. Palmer said the new station is the 
first mass transportation improvement project in New Jersey to be financed 


under a 1961 transit bill sponsored by Senator Harrison Ae Williams (D-NJ). 


Senator Williams! transit proposal was incorporated in the Federal Housing Act 
of 1961 authorizing the Housing and Home Finance Agency to administer mass 


transportation demonstration projects and supply two-thirds of their costs. 


The Agency approved a total cost of 256,185 for the New Brunswick project, 


with $170,790 allocated as the Federal share. The balance of the project cost 


will be borne by the Highway Department's Division of Railroad Transportation. 


The existing Pennsylvania Railroad Station in New Brunswick, which is typical 
of many other suburban cities, is located in the center of the city. This 
location has created increasing problems during the last decade, because of 
street congestion in the vicinity and lack of convenient parking areas for 


railroad patronse 


To relieve these conditions, the new experimental station has been located in 
the outskirts of New Brunswick on Jersey Avenue, about two miles west of the 


present center-city station.
